Pitcher Might Strike Out Pifty-feur 

j Men In One Game. 

So frequently has the question “Is it 
possible for a pitcher to be credited | 
with more than:three strikeouts fn | 
an inning?’ been addressed to the 
sporting editor that an extended cal- f 
culation was recently made as to the 
number of strikeouts a pitcher could 

. score in a game and shut ‘out the op- 
posing team. . This was suggested by 
a note that appeared reading, “What is 
the largest number of strikeouts with 
which a pitcher can be credited in any | 
game of nine innings and at the same | 


time score a shutout?” The answer was | 


“Fifty-four,” which answer is correct. 


To this a superannuated alleged ex- | 


. pert, 2 man who made himself deat 
knocking othets, came back to this ef- 
foct: 


“Since we have followed baseball we | 


have yet-to see the time when a pitcher 
ean strike out ‘fifty-four’ 


as ‘a’ pitcher can do fn any game of 
baseball in this country. At least we 
have noet—heard of any ruling which 
changes the number of outs_required 
for one inning from three to six.” 
Here's the explanation: It will have 


to-be-admitted that twenty-seven-put-— 


outs are all that are legally required to 
retire an opponent in nine innings, but 
(hat isn't the proposition. Under the 


scoring rules that obtain In these mod- . 


ern days of baseball, a pitcher is cred- 
ited with a strikeout even if the catch- 
er misses the third strike. 

. In other words, errors by the catcher 
could fill the bases, while at the same 
time the pitcher would be credited 
with n strikeout against each batter. 
Ry retiring three other batters on 
strikes, with the catcher squeezing the 
ball real hard in each instance, the 
pitcher would be credited with six 
strikeouts to the inning. Six times nine 
ts sald to make fifty-four.—New York 
World. 


“SONG OF THE SHIRT.” 


It Was the Most Popular Thing Tom 
: Hood Ever Wrote. . 
During his last illness Tom Hood. in 

an idle moment made an imaginative 

sketch of his ow1i tombstone. He drew 

himself. reclining at full Tength on a 

thick slab of stone, on the edge of 

which {in large capitals he wrote, “He 

Sang the ‘Song of the Shirt.“ ‘This 

was the only inscription, and, as he 

himself has said, Tom Hood needs no 
other. 

How much he felt and prided him- 
self upon the song by*which he became 


known and toved by millions is shown 


by this and the following fact: “If I 
were ennobled these are the arms I 
should adopt,” sald he one day, show- 
ing a rough vignette to a. friend. The 
sketch contained a very beautiful and 
pathetic idea. It tepresented a heart 
Pierced by a neédle threaded with sil- 
ver tears, and beneath was the motto 
lie bad {inscribed on the imaginary 
tombstone: 

. The Song of the Shirt” appeaged in 
thet Christmas number of the fifth vol- 
umé of Punch. It was unsigned, but 
every paper in the lan@-quoted it, and 
It speedily became the talk‘of the day. 
Hood himself did not think it-very re- 
mnarkable, but Mrs. Hood had said to 
him as she folded it for press: “Now, 
mind. Hood, mark my words, this will” 
tell wonderfully. It is one of the best 
things you ever did.” : 

Mrs. Hood was right. The song was 
translated into French, German and 
Italian. It was printed on cheap cot- 
ton handkerchiefs and parodied times 
without number. | :

‘MAYBE PLANTS CAN WINK. 


| A Learned Botanic Expert Says They 
All Have Eyes. 

After long experimenfmg and study 
Professor Gottlieb Haberlandt of the 


deciares that plants, the word taken 
in its widest sense and including trees, 
can see. a 

The professor says that he has sue- 
ceeded through’ photography and. the 
use of the microscope in reproducing 
the images reflected én the visual or- 
gans of plants. The images included 
objects at different distances-and even 
persons and houses. Plants may, he 
says, be classed with the inferior ani- 
mals in this respect. His observations 
have been confirmed by Dr. Nuttall 
and Dr. Harold Waguer. 

We are still so ignorant of animal, 
plant and insect life (because we ae 
not understand their language) that we 
fancy the plant, like the insect, is not 
conscious of what it sees, but that is 
probably a discovery for the future. | 
At present we are forced to accept the 
theory that they are not conscious. 

But that they do see Professor Ha- | 
berlandt says he. has satisfactorily 
proved. He has found the same mi- 
nute eye such as belongs to bees and 
other insects in sycamore leaves, in 
the sugar maple and in the Peruvian! 
acanthus. The eyes of plants appear 
different from the eyes of insects in 
that they have no coloring matter, 
though this is not yet determined. 

The professor. is continuing his ex-, 
periments, and he expects to make fur- | 
ther interesting and surprising an- 
nouncements. He says that the fact 
“that plants and trees have eyes is un- 
doubtedly a proof that all natural life ; 
is linked. in one long chain.—Chicago 
Tribune. 


TO IMPROVE THE CLIMATE. 


Russia’s Daring Scheme to Divert the 
Flow of Siberian Rivers. 
| A daring scheme is proposed In Rus- 
sla for altering the flow of waters on 
so’ vast a scale that even meteorolog- 
feal and climatic conditjonhs may bo 
improved. Agricultural interests in the 
eastern and southern provinces suffer 
severely from the frequent droughts, 
which are ascribed partly to extensive 
deforestition’ and partly to. the. pro- 
gressive drying up of western Asia, 
The idea has been conceived of di- 
‘verting the flow. of certain Siberiag ! 
rivers from the north to the south so ; 
that their waters would eventually | 
find their way Into those great inland | 
-seas, the Ural and the Caspian. Ags} 
the surface of these would be thereby | 
doubled or even quadrupled, there | 
| 


would be a great increase in the ‘at- 
mospheric* moisturé and consequent 
‘precipitation of the surrounding coun- 
| try, as well as larger available sup- 
| plies for™itrigation where desirable. 
| This version of flow is to be ac- 
| complished by Dbnilding dams _ across 
Le Obi and Tobol rivers at points 
{where their hanks are exceptionally 
, high.” When the water would reach 
| the top of the banks it would stand at 
a far higher level than the Caspian, 
and considerably above the Ural. It 
would then only be necessary ‘to’ cut 
a short canal through the divide which 
separates the northern flowing from 
the southern flowing rivers of west- 
ero Asia to direct the fructifying wa- 
| ters of these mighty streams toward 
; the two great lakes Instead of allow- 
| Ing them to be lost in the Arctic ocean,

| public out of proportion to the general 
growth of population. Thus the num- 
ber of males of enlisting age, eighteen 
to forty-four inclusive, bas increased 
4,290,982, or 26.5 per cent, in the last 


ten years, as against a general growth J 


of 21 per cent in the whole population 
in the same perlod.—New York World.

forests and sheep grazing was 
raised in the evidence taken a few 
years ago by a committee of the 

British Board of Agriculture to 
linquire into British Forestry. The 
increase im population make the 
question of its future support one 
of vital importance. aid the rela- 
tive value of the different uses of 
Jlandin their ability to support 
population’is valuable index as to 
the direction in which develop-|¢ 
ment of ‘the use of land should be 
directed. : 

From the evidence of several 
witnesses and that obtained at 
previous inveetigations it war 
determined that it'took from one 
to six acres of the Jand usually 
employed for sheep ‘grazing in 
Scotland to support one sheep and 
the committee was of opinion 
that five acres would be about 
the average.
